the past 16 years. 


By 1946 it had become evident that the exist- 
ing hospital, ‘‘Wandene” in Synott Street, Werribee, 
was ‘not adequate for the needs of the growing 


community. 


Twelve patients could be 
accommodated, but the facili- 
ties were such that only 
maternal, medicai and simple 
operations could be accepted. 

In that year a public meet- 
ing inaugurated an appeal to 
raise funds for a 26 bed hos. 
pital, An amount of £13,000 
was estimated (£500 per head) 
as the cost. The Altona hos- 
pital built in 1938 had aver- 
aged that cost. When finally 
completed the hospital build- 
ing cost £242,000~over £9000 
per bed. 

A provisional committee was 
formed. Two. of its members 
are still serving—Mr. Ss. 
Thompson and Mr. W. Towers. 

The Committee and the 
Ladies’ Auxiliary received en- 
thusiastic support from the 
community. By 1962 nearly 
£40,000 had been received. 

The hospital on a 4 acre 
site overlooking the Werribee 
River is a single story build- 
ing of 22 beds (with emergency 
accommodation for four ex- 
tra beds), a Matron’s fiat and 
four staff homes. 

The buildings are function- 
ally designed and the equip- 
ment is complete and of the 
most modern type. Werribee 
hospital is the first hospital 
in Victoria to be equipped 
throughout = with stainless 
steel beds. . oy 

In charge is Matron Glee- 
son, with 15 nursing staff 
members and nine domestic, 

The Committee of Manage- 
ment is headed by Cr. J. Bel- 
lin, J.P., president, with Mr. 
E. Thompson and Mr. J Fea- 
gan, vice-presidents. Mr. J. 
T. Cooney is manager-secre- 
tary and Mr. R, Darlison is 
the treasurer. 

The Ladies’ Auxiliary has 
for its leaders Mrs. Cooney 
(president), Mrs, Smith and 
Mrs. Bellin (vice-presidents), 
and Mrs. Sinclair (secretary- 
treasurer). 

Since its inception in Sep- 
tember, 1962, inpatients have 
numbered 550, out’ patients 
200. There have- been 180 
babies born. 

In the last four months the 
daily average has been 16.6 
in-patients. This for a 26- 
bed hospital gives an occu- 
pancy rate of 63.89. That, in 
& growing district, this per- 
centage has been achieved in 
its first year, indicates that 
the hospital and availabie 
beds has been more than jus- 
tified. 

The ‘number of patients to 
each member of the nursing 
staff is 1.04—this, a measure 
of efficiency, compares more 
than favourably with other 
district hospitals. 





NEW DRAIN DEMANDED 


The Werribee Shire 
Council is to forward a 
letter to Weinberg Pty. 
Ltd. directing that ALL 
wastes from the com- 
pany’s abbattoirs are to be 
discharged into the out- 
fall sewer within 30 days. 

The company has construc- 
ted an unauthorised drain 
from the mution room floor 
which connects with a blue- 
stone drain which takes sul- 
lage and stormwater. 

The effect of this drain is 
that water containing blood 
is discharged onto land fac- 
ing Dohertys Road, Laverton, 
and the resulting seepage and 
flowing of liquids containing 
matter likely to become offen- 
sive collects on the road re- 
serve thus causing a “nuis- 
ance” and the likelihood or 
road damage: 

After conferring with the 
trades waste section of the 
Melbourne and Metropdlitan 
Board of Works, the Health 
Inspector (Mr. R. K. Andrew) 
said the Board will accept all 
wastes into the outfall sewer. 

In fact, the Offences Trades 
Regulations requires all drain- 
age from an abbattoirs to be 
discharged into the sewer. 
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NEW FIRE HYDRANTS 

The Metropolitan Fire 
Brigade will be installing 
two more fire hydrants in 
Laverton.

Street is to be extended and 
a hydrant placed at the end 
of the extension.

— Which follows 
directly on from the end 
of the March Plan and is 
a product of the imagina- 
tion of the team and in- 
structor. The girls are 
confined to.a set area and 
a time. limit, and must 
finish in a 10 foot circle 
at a set point. They are 
only allowed up to five 
paces between movements 
without loss of points. 


5. March Plan (three judges). 


a set series of -evolutions, 
which include saluting a 
base on the march, and 
they are measured for spac- 
ing when they halt at the, 
finish. 


Prizes are also given for 
the lowest aggregate points of 
the day and for the leader who. 
loses least points. 


The only other activities in 
which these girls participate 
are massed displays, which, 
incidentally, are one of the 
most colourful sights you can 
see, and street marches, when 
only straight marching is, 
allowed—no dance steps or 
batons.. 4 


Marching is a sport which 
teaches girls discipline, bear- 
‘ing, posture, alertness, aids 
carriage by -instructing them 
how to take a.set. length of 
pace, and promotes friend- 
ship with others from all walks 
of life. 


Girls are divided into three 
grades—Midget, 8-12 years, 
Junior, 12-15 years, Senior, 
25 years and over.

USE OF MARIBYRNONG WATER 


—THE CASE AGAINST IT 


In preparing the overall plan for future water supplies for Melbourne, 
no provision was made for tapping the flows of the Maribyrnong River 
for two principal reasons— : : 
1. It was considered that the water resources of this river system should 
be reserved for urban development (outside the metropolitan area), market 
gardening and other forms of irrigation within the Maribyrnong River 


catchment. 


Whereas evidence has been presented to the 
Public Works Committe on behalf of the Jacksons 
Creek Water Users League (Jacksons Creek is a major 
tributary of the Maribyrnong River) confirming that 
the waters of that stream could and should be re- 
served for local usage, the State Rivers and Water 
Supply Commission has proposed to the Public Works 
Committee that most of the waters of the Maribyr- 
nong River and its tributaries (and of the Yarra be- 
tween Warrandyte and Warburton) should be used 
for metropolitan supply in lieu of that part of the 


Board’s proposals which 


provides for diversion of 


water from the Big River to Melbourne. 


Use of the waters of the 
Maribyrnong River, and of the 
middle reaches of the Yarra 
River as proposed by the State 
Rivers and Water Supply 
Commission would necessitate 
extensive treatment and pump- 


ing. 
Even with treatment the 
Maribytnong River water 


would be relatively very hard 
and contain a high sodium 
chioride (salt) content com- 
pared with the chemically very 
pure water to which Mel- 
bourne is accustomed. 

The Maribyrnong River 
water would still have a 
total hardness of up to 200 
parts per million, compared 
with an average figure of 
about 12 parts per million 
for water supplied to Mel- 
bourne from Silvan Reser- 
voir. : 

The relatively high hard- 
ness and chloride content oi 
the Maribyrnong water would 
make it detrimental} for many 
industrial users and disadvan- 
tage for domestic use, 

Tf the Board is forced to use 
the Maribyrnong River water 
as proposed by the State 
Rivers and Water Supply 
Commission it would enter the 
metropolitan reticulation sys- 
tem at Somerton Reservoir, 
and most of all of the reticul- 
ated areas of the municipali- 
ties of Broadmeadows, Keilor, 
Sunshine, Altona and Werri- 
bee would receive an admix- 
ture, three-quarters of which 
would be Maribyrnong River 
water. 

Many industries in this area 
would be forced to instal plant 
for further treatment of the 





water or to transfer payi or 
all cf their manufacturing pro- 
cesses to other suburbs not 
receiving any Maribyrnong 
water. 

As regards domestic use 
the principal disadvantage 
would be the difficulty in ob- 
taining a lather with normal 
soaps. 

Whereas water from the Big 
River could be diverted to 
the Upper Yarra Reservoir and 
delivered to Silvan Reservoir 
for about 6d. per 1000 gallons, 
the cost of pumping, treat- 
ing ‘and delivering to near 
metropolitan reservoirs of 
waters of the Maribyrnong 
and middle sections of the 
Yarra Rivers would be very 
considerably higher. The 
State Rivers and Water Sup- 
ply Commission claims that 
this could be done for about 
1/3d. per thousand gallons, 
but investigations by the 
Board indicate that the cost 
would likely be about 1/9d. 
per thousand gallons. 


The difference of 1/3d. per 
thousand gations for this por- 
tion of the total supply to 
Melbourne would, when spread 
over all metropolivan con- 
sumers, require an increase in 
rates and charges of about 
20%, eg.: a water rate of 
9id. in the £1 instead of 8d. 
in the £1 and a charge for 
water by measure of approxi- 
mately 2/5d. per thousand 
gallons instead of 2/- per 
thousand galions. 

The effect of these increased 
charges on the average do- 
mestic household would be 
about £2 a year. 7
